Thig command, which had been located in the town of Sveti Petar mtil 
the end of 1950, was transferred in the first months of this year to 

& place called Zlopolje, which is situated one and one half kilometers 
southeast of St. Petars; recently a camp has been constructed there and 
almost all units from St. Petar have been transferred into its buildings. 
Major Pavle Cvijic is the commanding officer. He wears red insignia 
and probably belongs to the Marines. He is presently attending ea course 
in Belgrade. The Political Commissar is a major, a Montenegrin; who | 
weers a Navy miform. The Chief of Staff is a captain end a Slovene. 
Lt. Anton Antica is in charge of supplies, There are many rore officers 
and non-commissioned officers at headquarters in addition to those 
mentioned above, but their names are mknown. 


b. Marine regiment 


Merine Regimental Headquarters was also transferred at the beginning of 
the year from St, Petar to the camp at Zlopolje. Commanded by a 
Montenegrin Major, the regiment has about 1,000 men. 


This headquarters is located in the camp at Zlopolje. An artillery 
major is commanding officer of the 400 men attached to the unit. 


ad, Yugoslav Army house 


This home is located in St. Petar in a building situated on the main 
equare, (on the left side if coming from the port), A lerge number 
of officers are seen there. Families of married officers stay at 
private houses in St. Petar. Over a year ago these houses had been 
emptied of their former inhabitants, 
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e. Supply. warehouse 


The Italians had built a werehouse, with two storeys and basement, cloze 
to the church in the town of St. Petar, Supplies for the whole garrison 
are deposited in this warehouse which 1s managed by ea captain. 


Two buildings, wose construction was completed before the end of 1950, 
are located outside of St. Peter on the way to lastovo. The dimensions 
‘of the first building are 24 x 9, and of the second 34 x 14 meters; 
doth are one storey buildings. A small guard-house is located between 
the two buildings which are surrounded by berbed wire and watched by 
guards, . 


Bo Ammunition depot 


At the beginning of the sector known as "Vinopolje" where the warehouse 
for clothing and footwear is located, a road leads away to the right of 
the main St. Petar-Lastove road for about 700 meters; a warehouse of 
reinforced concrete, 22 x 9 meters in dimension, is built there on the 
edge of a small pine grove. The werehouse is located close to the 
mountain wall and therefore is very difficult to see cither from the 
sea or air. This warehouse was completed a short time ago. 


h. Fuel denot 


Some tunnels north from the center of St. Petar were constructed by the 
Italians, These tunnels, used to store fuel, have been considerably 
enlarged and repaired during 1950, The arrival of small Navy tankers 
which unload fuel for this depot is often noted, 


i. 


A building constructed by the Italians is located about 50 meters oute 
gide 5t. Petar on the way to Lastovo. The building is camoufleged by 
paint of different colors. It 4s surrounded barbed vire and 

25X1X% permanently guarded, arrival and the 
transportation of cases of artillery ammmition, either from ships or 
from other parts of the island. 


Jo Bopolie camp 


Zlopolje cemp buildings are shown on the attached sketch (attachment A), 
The buildings were finished during 1950 and were constructed by the "Ivo 
Lucic-Lavesvic" Iflitary Construction Enterprise. The following are 
located in this camps 


1) A one=-storey building about 45 meters long, where Military Base 
Headquerters of Lastovo and of Marine Regiment Headquarters are 
located, 7 


2) A oneustorey building, about 45 meters long, in which the military 
hospital is located, Director of the hospital is Captain of Sanitary 
Services Dr. Pejovie, In addition to him there are a few more 
doctors and male nurses, 


3) A one-storey building, about 35 meters long, where the non-commissioned 
officers mess-hall, club, and quarters arelocated, 


4) A one=storey building, about 25—30 meters long, where the Headquarters 
staff of the Artillery mit is located, 


5) A one=storey pullding, about 45 meters long, where personnel of the 
Marine regiment are quartered. 
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6) Artillery brick garages, ebout 30 meters long. Artillery pieces and 
vehicles are placed there. 


7) A smaller building in vhich an equipment depot, bath rooms, kitchen, 
and other rooms are located.. 


&) A large concrete tank for drinking water. 
9) Garrison's husbandry and the main pig-sties, 
10) Field for sports and exercises. 


11) Three wooden barracks, on concrete foundations used for soldiers‘ 
quarters, 


. The number of men 1n Zloplje camp is about 1,500. 


2. Fortifications on the teland of Lastovo! 


On this part of the island the fortifications have been and are being. 
constructed on the Capes of Zaglav, Bajski Rat, Zaplanika, and Velo More. 
1) Cape: ~ There are a large number of bunkers for coastal 
artillery situated from 10 to 30 meters above the surface of the 

sea. All bunkers are armed and garrisoned. In addition to the 
‘bunkers, there are also small underground shelters for crews and 
for ammmition, and small tanks for drinking water. ; 


2) Seve Baiski Rat ~ A new road for trucks has been made along the 
- oast from Cape Zaglav to Cape Bajsk4 Rat. It 4s construeted on 
counter-slopes so that it is almost impossible to see it from the 
sea. Between this new road and the sea a whole series of new 
machine gun bunkersias been erected aa well aa posts for ant4i= 
aireraft guns and machine guns. All are well camouflaged. At 
the extreme point of Cape Bajski Rat 3 to 4 bunkers for coastal 
-aptillery are lecated. These bunkers are algo armed and garrisoned, 


3) ape Zaplenika ~ Fortifications have been end are being mate on the 
cape itself and in the surrounding area, No details are available 
about these works. In the gulf of Duboka, proceeding to Oble Brdo, 
larger works are under way and mine explosions are constantly heard, 
Further details are not known, however, because the approach to the 
area is forbidden and the coastal guard 4s ordered to pen fire at 
every ship and boat which comes closer than’ 500 meters. 


4) Sare-of Velo Vere = In the gulf of "Perna" where the extreme point 
of Velo More begins, ‘four wooden barracks were built before the 
end of 1949. A special unit is stationed thcre, equipped with 
anti~landing equipment sueh as small guns on tires, mortars, light | 
and heavy machine gums, Close to these barracks a building of 
prismatic shape has been erected, in which the staff.of this uit 
is stationed. On "kanenica" elevation, to which a new road for 
trucks was constructed in the beginning of 1950, a lerge reflector 
post is stationed, equipred vith a German 150 centimeter reflector. 
Underground shelters for a generator and Diesel-moter are built 
close to it, On the very Cape of Velo More 6 to 7 bunkers without 
peti: hod built in 1950. Forty to fifty meters distant from 
each other they are connected by underground trenches, The bunkers 
are situated about 25 moters above sea level and are armed and — 
garrisoned. Approximately in the middle of the caps, construction 
of a large tunnel, the opening of which is in quadrangular form and 
of 6 x 6 meter:dimensions, is wmder vay.

b. Southern part of the Island 


The following coasteline forms the southern part of the island; Cape 
of Velo lore, the gulf of Mrka, Porto Roso, Cape Strura. 


1) The Urke Gulf + The following military objects were erected 
about 200 meters in from the gulf coast in the first half of 
19503 


a) A one-storey building about 30 meters long, covered with red 
tile, where a wit Headquarters is located. 


b) A one-storey building, about 25 meters long, where a unit of 
unknown atrength is located, 


ce) A oneestorey building, about 25 meters iIong, about 100 meters 
distant from the previous building, toward Velo Mora, which 
serves for Soldiers‘ quarters. 


d) Between the two latter buildings a large tank for drinking 
water has been erected. 


e) A new truck road leads to these buildings. It winds from 
St. Petar through Zlopolje to the Mrka Gulf, and further on, 
along the seacoast to Porto Rosco.

This whole area is being strongly fortified. The works now being 
constructed are of far lar; er dimensions than they were in 1950. 

In addition to the "Ivo Lucie-Laveevic" Construction Fnterprise,. 

many leborers' battalions are engaged in executing the work, Any 
approach to this zone is severely prohibited and permanently watch 
ed by special KNOJ patrols, which guard the whole area day and 
night. Mine explosions sre heard from the whole ares, and the 
arrival of Novy. unite is often noted, bringing construction material. 


3) Porte Roso Gulf ~ Two KNOJ platoons ore stationed here, both 
belonging to the company at Lastevo. They arc mainly used for 
patrol and guerd duty on the worke under construction in the 
southern and south-eastern parts of the island. 


4) Cape Struga - The light-house, called "Struga", 1s situated on 
the cape itself. Its range is 18 miles. In addition to the 
light-house, many bunkere have been constructed on this cape, but 
do not eppear to be garrizoned.-

6) The road, to St. Juraj Island leading from the bridge via "Pasadur" 
in a northerly direction, recently has been finished to Cape 
Prehodiste which ig located on the northern coast of St, Juraj 
island, Four large bunkers have been built on the western side 
and two on the north-eastern side of Cape Prehodiste 20 meters 
above sea level. Underground warchouses and shelters have been | 
‘constructed in addition to these bunkers which are garrisoned and 
very well camouflaged. Mines are placed along the coast of. the 
Cape. 


7) A new cable station has been constructed in "Krucica" valley, by

%. Juraj church, the construction of a new. building was started

meters in dimension, divided into two quadrangular buildings 
11 x 11 meters and 9 x 9 meters, It is oneestorey only and roofed 
with red tile. Three office rooms and 2 rooms for quarters will 
be located in the smaller section. In the basement of the larger 
‘building a bunker 48 to be built while the building itself will 
serve for camouflage, Allegedly, this will serve as the reconnaissance 
station aid central military observation post, The road leading to 
Hum is repaired but only for use with light horsé-carts. Two large 
bunkers are in the area of this new. building and the top of Hum 
itself. Built earlier, they have been repaired a little but have 
no roof, merely parapets. On the side of the. bunkers is a 20 meter 
long underground shelter. None of these military objects is 
gerrisoned, si-k : .

During 1949 
end 1950 the works were resumed in the whole sector, but there are 
no further details available. During the current year there has 
been a lot of activity especially at a place called "Gueicice", .

3) Sieklene Brdg ~ On this hill, which is situated weet of "Uska" 
ey some larger construction works were begun early in the

a, The observation station in the old fort, above the town of aa 
is furnished with radlo-telegraphic equipment, heliograph, and 
reflector and is staffed by a staff sergeant with 10 saflora. A 
meteorological station is located nearby and is ee by two © 
civilians, 


b. An observation station which vas on — wtil the current year 
when it was abolished, 


Co On Zirinje, there is an observation station equipped only with 
optical instruments. A special road, constructed for the purpose,, 
leads to this station via Vinopolje. Immediately below the 
observation station, fortifications for coastal artillery are 
situated, i 


d, On "Sito" height, on the small island of St. Juraj which is 
connected to Lastovo by a bridge, there is a modern observation 
station equipped with radio~telegraphic equipment and with all 
optical instrumenta. On the side of the station it is possible 
to see an antenna, vhichhas the form of a cross, from which many 
wires are hanging, The observation stetion is eerrd pened by an 
officer and 25 sallors.

The eka ues of the KNOJ Company is located in the former Carabinieri 
building in the town of Lastovo where the People's Militia Station and 
UDB are also located, Commanded by‘a Lieutenant, e native.of Bosnia, 

the Company also includes some nonecommissioned officers and about 30 KNOJ 
soldiers. stationed at Headquarters. The company's task is the control of 
the port where all incoming and outgoing ships are checked end searched, 
including all fishing boats. In addition to port peels this company 
also patrols the whole ielend itadif.

The Verdtime KNOJ Flotilla is located in the port of the town of Svetd 
Petar, The company is commanded by an Ensign of Slovenian origin and 
two maritime patrol leaders, one a staff sergeant and the other a 
sergeant, Approximately 20 sailors comprise the flotilla, which has at 
its disposition a patrol boat marked "MC" followed by an unknown number’. 
The boat formerly bélonged to the Financial Inspectorate and was called 


. “Kraljevie Marko", The task of this flotilla is to patrol the whole 


area around the Island and the sea between the islands of Mijet and 
Korcula, as far as the Ialand of Susae. The patrol boat is almost always 
active. ; 


There is an UDB Unit (Ispostava) on the island with offices on the - 
groundfloor of the former Carabinier’ building in the town of Lastovo. 
In charge of UDB. is Stjepan Katic who has under his command agents 
located in verious places on the Island. This Unit is under the 
jurisdiction of the UDB of Korcula, from where Second Lieutenant 
Sardelic often visits Lastovo and remains a few days each time,

Soganj to Porto Rose. In 1950 twenty bunkers were built there, 150 meters 

from the sea, with the bunker roof of concrete about 1 meter thick, and 

with the walls about 60 centimeters thick, A bunker is about 2 meters 

across, and 2,30 meters high. The outer dimensions of the bunkers are: 

width 3,20 with 2.30 above the surface, and 1 meter below the surface.
